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ERMAN PROPOSALS 


MUST BE REJECTED 
BY UNITED STATES 


That Is the View Taken by 
High Officials at Wash- 
ington Who Have Been 
Studying Germany’s Note. 


EVASION ON LUSITANIA 
HAS BROUGHT A CRISIS 


Germany Has Not Only 
Ignored Demand for Dis- 
avowal and Reparation, But 
Has Justified the Horror.

Washington, July 11.—Study of Ger- 
many’s reply to the American note on 
submarine warfare strengthens the 
tonviction of high officials that a crit- 
ical point in the relations between the 
two countries has been reached, it was 
said here tonight. 

Not only do officials feel the United 
States must refuse to accept German 
proposals for the future conduct of 
American citizens on the high seas, it 
was declared, but the failure of Ger- 
many to disavow the sinking of the 
Lusitania with the loss of American 
lives, in their view, has brought on 
a crisis. 

That there will be no action by the 
United States for at least another week 
was indicated today. Several days will 
be required to measure fully the con- 
sequences and responsibilities the 
American government will incur in 
framing a policy to meet the situation. 
Becretary Lansing probably will go to 
Cornish, N. H., within a day or two to 
sonfer with President Wilson. He said 
tonight he would study the note care- 
fully and then communicate with the 
president. 

Bernstorff to See Lansing. 

Count von Bernstoff, the German am- 
bassador, intends to call on Secretary 
Lansing during the week to learn in- 
formally whether he can be of any 
service in the situation. 

Today the official text of the Ger- 
man reply arrived and was made pub- 
lic. It differed only in unimportant 
words from the Associated Press copy. 
which came from Berlin Friday night. 

In all quarters here the reply was 
the single topic of concern. What the 
action of the American government 
will be‘is doubtful largely in the sense 
that the means of expressing the ideas 
ind purposes of the United States have 
not been decided. It was indicated 
authoritatively that obviously there 
would be no surrenaer of American 
rights and no acceptance of the 
man proposal to guarantee immunity 
‘o Americans’ ships under arrangement 
‘o be agreed on by naval authorities of 
the two countries. 

Full Responsibility on Germany. 

There is no intention from _ indica- 
tions from official quarters to force 
a situation, but in whatever policy is 
followed, the American endeavor will 
be to place full responsibility on Ger- 
many for any possible’ rupture in 
friendly relations. Since the Lusitania 
was sunk May 7, there has been no 
violation of the principles for which 
the United States has contended unless 
the mishap to the Nebraskan can be

Evasion About the Lusitania. 

The chief obstacle, it appears, to per- 
mitting virtually a status quo to con- 
tinue while further notes are ex- 
changed is the treatment which Ger- 
many has given to the Lusitania case. 
The United States has asked for dis- 
avowal of intent to kill Americans and 
for reparation, although the latter has 
been subordinated to the greater con- 
sideration cf whether Germany legally 
justifies the action of the submarine 
commander or will admit liability. No 
direct ‘answer on the questions of law 
involved were given in the late note, 
and the quick sinking of the vessel was 
attributed to “peculiar circumstances,” 
such as the presence of high explosives. 
High officials regard this as an evasion. 

Opinion in German quarters here is 
much the same as that which has been 
reflected in press comment from Ber- 
lin. Count von Bernstoff, the German 
ambassador, is satisfied with the reply, 
and thinks it offers a basis for nego- 
tiations. . 

With the United States as 
champion for the cause of neutral 
rights, German officials say they fore- 
see an amicable understanding eventu- 
ally on the question of freedom of the 
seas. 


WILSON CONSIDERS 
GERMANY’S NOTE, 

Cornish, N. H., July 11.—In the quiet 
of Cornish hills President Wilson since 
yesterday has been giving careful con- 
sideration to Germany’s latest note on 
submarine warfare. He is believed to 
have mapped out in a general way the 
next step the United States will take, 
although there will be no final decision 
until the situation has been discussed 
fully with the cabinet. 

It now seems probable the president 
will be back in Washington in time for 
Friday’s cabinet meeting. Originally it 
had been planned to have Secretary 
Lansing come to Cornish’ tomorrow, 
with a view to drafting the reply here. 
This was changed because data at the 
state department must be at hand when 
the writing of a reply is undertaken.

On charges of keeping the bar of the 
Turn Verein club, 26% South Pryor 
street, open on Sunday the manager 
and bartender were arrested. 

Law Violation Alleged. 

On this same charge the manager and 
bartender of the Freundschaftsbund so- 
ciety, 117% Whitehall street, were also 
arrested. The Freundschaftsbund so- 
(ciety is not a locker club, having no 
permit from council. The arresting of- 
ficers charged that drinks were being 
served in the club’s rooms, and the 
manager and bartender are to face the 
formal charge of violating the law. 

The names of the managers and bar- 
tenders charged with violation of the 
locker club ordinance are Charles 
Hirsch and Hammond Gaudia, manager 
and bartender, respectively, of the 
Freundschaftsbund society, and W. 
M. Hartoub and R. H. Nelms, manager 
and bartender, respectively, of the Turn 
Verein. 

They were arrested by City Detectives 
Jameson and Cowan, and shortly after 
their arrival at police station were re- 
leased on copy of charges to appear in 
Recorder Johnson's police court at 8:30 
o'clock Monday morning. 

The detectives give as their reason 
for arresting these officials that the 
clubs in question were dispensing 
liquors on Sunday.

PREGEDES FALL 
UF MEXICO CITY 


Zapatistas Lost 3,500 Men, 

Four Pieces of Artillery 
and a Large Quantity of 
Small Arms. 


MUCH OF THE FIGHTING

Nothing Is Known as toHow 

Foreigners Fared--Carran- 
za Sends Officials to Set 
Up Civil Government.

Washington, July 11. 
the Carranza agency from 
tonight announced that General 
ranza was sending officers of the vari- 
ous departments of his government on 
a special train to Mexico City to set 
up a civil administration. 

General Lopez de Lara, newly ap- 
(pointed governor of the federal dis- 
trict, started from Vera Cruz with his 
staff several days ago, and is believed 
to have taken charge in the capital 
last night, when, according to state 
department reports, the Zapata forces 
evacuated after making a last stand 
against the victorious attacking army 
under General Pablo Gonzales. 

No details of the situation tn Mexico 
City came today either to the state de- 
partment or to the Mexican agencies. 
The department has heard nothing 
since the brief consular message an- 
nouncing that the Carranza forces had 
occupied the city. 

To Cut Off Zapata’s Army. 

The Carranza representative had a 
dispatch from General Gonzales, dated 
at the field headquarters 5 p. m. yester- 
day, and delayed in transmission, tell- 
ing of the evacuation and saying a 
detachment had been sent southward to 
cut off the retreat of Zapata’s army. 
This message said: 

“Mexico City is being evacuated by 
the Zapatistas and the constitutionalist 
forces are occupying the capital to- 
night. There was severe fighting this 
morning in the outskirts of the ‘city 
between Guadaloupe and Rio Consu- 
lado, which is within the city limits. 
The Zapatistas lost 3,500 men, four 
pieces of artillery and a great quantity 
of small arms and ammunition. Imme- 
diately after the morning defeat they 
began a hasty evacuation of Mexico 
City, fleeing south. 

“The retreating Zapatistas were pur. 
sued by a portion of the Gonzales army, 
while a heavy detachment was sent 
post haste southward to cut across on 
their flank several miles south of the 
city.” 

TO PROVIDE FOOD 
FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Vera Cruz, July 11.—An official an- 
nouncement issued at the headquarters 
of General Carranza today concerning 
the taking of Mexico City by the Car- 
ranza forces says: 

‘Some of the constitutionalist troops 
entered Mexico City and the Zapata 
followers fled. General Gonzales was 
delayed outside the city because the 
bridge across the Grand canal had been 
blown up, preventing military  pro- 
vision trains from crossing. 

“As soon aS a temporary bridge has 
been completed General Gonzales will 
enter. General Lopez de Lara, the new 
military governor for the federal dis- 
trict, is preparing a decree for the pro- 
tection of private property. General 
Gonzales expects to provide food for 
the people.”

REPORTS 

CONFLICT. 

The British, according to the French 
report, have repulsed a German at- 
tack. The German reports, however, 
allude to this as a British attack and 
Berlin says it was repulsed with con- 
siderable loss. In fact, the French 
and German reports are generally 
contradictory in respect to what 
fighting has taken place, but from 
their trend it is evident: neither 
has attempted anything of a 
nature, and it is believed here that it 
may be weeks yet before they do. 

So far as the Germans are concerned, 
military observers assert they are 
bound to carry out their offensive 
azainst the Russians until there is some 
decisive engagement, such the cap- 
ture of the Lublin-Cholm railway, 
which, it is asserted, would have been 
in their hands before now if the Aus- 
trians advancing toward the city 
not been driven back. 


GERMANS MOVE

London, July 12.—The

man reply to the United States note 
concerning submarine warfare is a com- 
plete negation of everything President 
Wilson contendefl for, and that it is 
conveyed in impudent and insulting 
terms.

The Morning Post points out that 
while Germany has “destroyed number- 
less American citizens and much Amer- 
ican property during the war,” the 
allies have killed no American nor sunk 
American ships.

-American lives, rights or property. 

The newspaper says that the German 
proposal is that “America should ally 
herself with Germany to put an end 
to the war bv blockade.” | 

The Daily Chronicle says the German 
proposal to license steamers to carry 
Americans negutes the whole position 
President Wilson took up and in that 
sense, because it more definite and 
final, the new note is even more un- 
satisfactory than its predécessor. The 
newspaper adds that the note repre- 
sents a victory for Admiral Tirpitz, the 
German minister of marine, and Count 
von Reventlow, the naval expert.

MANY AIRSHIPS LOST 
BY THE ALLIED FORCES 


28.—(Corresnondence of 
the Associated VDPress.)—Accordine to 
German official figures supplemented 
by foreign newspaper reports, the Ger- 
mans, Austrians and Turks had brought 
down not fewer than 136 hostile air 
raft up to June 22. Of these 57 were 
French. The Enelish lost 47. 
Russians have fewer aeroplanes, 
their losses reached only 26. 

While most of the acroplanes were 
brought to earth by artillery or ma- 
chine gun fire from the ground, almost 
one-fifth of the French losses 
from battles in the air.

After considering the work as carried on 
by other cities, and with due consideration 
to the conditions which prevail in Atlanta, 
the city board of health have recommended 
that the present force for medical inspec- 
tion in the public schools be increased, so 
that the staff would include a chief medical 
inspector, four assistant medical inspectors, 
five visiting nurses and one clerk to keep 
records; that the nurses be employed for 
the full time for the whole year; that the 
chief medical inspector devote as much time 
as necessary for the successful carrying on 
of the work; that the assistant medical in- 
spectors be employed for ten months of the 
year and devote three hours daily to the 
work. 

The board of health also urges that dur- 
ing the month of August the medical in- 
spectors should examine all new applicants 
for admission to the schools; that 
applicants should be required to show a 
@eopy of birth certificate from the health 
officers before they can be examined for 
admission; that the work of the medical in- 
spectors should be under the care the 
health department, and carried on under 
the direction of the health officer, working 
in conjunction with the board of education.

The first and most important of the rec-. 


ommendations, that the department of med- 
ical inspection be increased, follows a year 
when it was impossible for the medical staff 
to fulfill its function in all of the schools, 
even in the first step, of inspecting the chil- 
dren. When this is accomplished the work 
of the nurses in following up the cases has 
just begun, and their number hag been en- 
tirely inadequate, even with each nurse giv- 
ing all of her time to the work. 

The follow-up system, where the nurse 
must visit the homes of the children found 
defective or diseased, is the department of 
medical inspection which affords the medium 
by which the home is reached through the 
child in the school, and the community 
finally protected against disease and con- 
tagion. Co-operation between this depart- 
ment and the city board health is 
essential. 

The recommendation that during the 
month of August the medical inspectors ex- 
amine all applicants for admission to the 
school is both iogical and economic in value, 
as it gives those who pass the examination 
a bill of health to enter the and 
gives those who do not pass the chance to 
get the right treatment, thus helping the 
child and at the same time protecting the 
school. 

The requirement of birth certificates is 
directly in line with the efforts of the state 
to secure vital statistics, with a view to 
public health generally, and is a first aid 
to the department of medical inspection. 

When the birth certificate of every child 
is on record, when every’child of school age 
has received a certificate of good health be- 
fore he enters the school, and when the 
department of medical inspection is adequate 
and in direct co-operation with the city 
health department, Atlanta will be in. posi- 
tion to establish a notable record for public 
health. The problem of contagion and pre- 
ventable diseases will be easier to solve and 
the city board of health will have the way 
made clear to follow every child in his 
physical career as surely as his teacher 
marks his record of scholarship. 

When the department of medical inspec- 
tion have carried their case ag far as they 
can in the school, and the visiting nurse fol- 
lows it to -the home, the question may rise 
as to the relation of the case to the city,

OPEN HEARTH FURNACES 
ARE ALL IN COMMISSION 


Ninety Per Cent of Steel Cor- 
poration’s Ingot Capacity 
to Be Active. 


New York, July 11.—The United 
States Steel corporation Wednesday or- 
dered all of its open hearth furnaces 
into commission. This means that dur- 
ing the week 90 per cent of its ingot 
capacity will be active. 

Since July 1 buying has been less 
heavy than in June, when orders for 
rolled products were in excess of the 
full capacity of the mills and _ ship- 
ments averaged close to 38,500 tons a 
day or approximately 1,000,000 tons in 
the aggregate. Output of ingots was 
in excess of 1,300,000 tons, and produc- 
tion of finished material exceeded ship- 
ments. Unfilled orders increased 413,- 
598 “tons. Orders booked were esti- 
mated at 1,414,000 tons. 

Export sales were never so large, 
being close to 40 per cent of total book- 
ings. Sales of wire products encour- 
aged the largest interests last week to 
withdraw prices on plain wire below 
1.40 and on wire nails below 1.60, 
while barbed wire was advanced $2 a 
ton.
